WASHINGTON — Creating a new 
loophole in posl-Woicrgatc limits on elec- 
tion spending, the Supreme Court freed 
political parties Wednesday to shell out 
■ as mudi money as they tvnnt to get their 
candidates elected to Congress. 

Tlie only catch: Candidates can’t help 
plan how the party’s money is spent on 
•thcirlxihalf. . 

How that will work in the real tvorld of. 
politics is unclear. The panics scrambled 
Wednesday to figim.* out how to take ad- 
vantage of the change and what effect it 
mi^t have on the November elections. 


"One thing seems sure — the cost of 
elections just went up." .said Joan Clay- 
brook, president of the non-profit watch- 
dog group Public Citizen. 

The court's decision in a Colorado ca.se 
addressed only congressional races, but 
the logic covild-affect similar limits on 
party spending in presidential contests. 

“Tlie principle is the s.ime." s.-xld Jan 
Baran. attomej' for the Colorado Repvilw 
lican Party. "It’s just a m.-mer oLiimc be- 
fore the principle is litifuited over prc.si- 
dcniial elections as wull.”

Hubble’s pictures of universe 
may reveal 1st stars forming 


at waste 
proposed- 

, WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
riifunn administration proposed a 
major expansion of reporting 
rcqutrcinenis for toxic industrial 
releases Wednesday as the latest 
data on hazardous tonLuions from 
' manufacturing sites sliowed a con- 
linuingdecline. 

The proposal, expected to 
become final before the end of tltc 
year, for the first time would 
require electric utilities, mining 
companies and hazardous waste 
treatment companies among oth- 
ers to report hw much toxic pol- 
lution ih^ put into (he air, water 
and ground. 

Currcmlylhe reporting require- 
ments are limited to a broad 
sweep of manufacturing sices 
including renneries and chemical 

t ilants, giving the public a false 
mpression of how much toxic 
matcri^ actually is released, said 
administration officials. 

“Pulling information about 
local pollution into the hands of 
the public is the single most effec- 
tive, common-sense tool available 
Tor protecting human health and 
the environment," said Vice 
‘President Al Gore, who 
announced the proposed expan- 
sion of the reporting require- 
ments. . 

Requiring seven new indusmal 
sectors to file annual toxic emis- 
sion statistics woidd increase the 
numb^ of industrial sites subject 
to the reporting from the current 
23.000 to nearly 30,000 facilities. 

Environmentalists long have 
compNned thai some of the coun- 
try’s major polluters — including 
mining companies and coal-bum- 
ing electricity plants — are not 
required to annually publicize 
their toxic emissions data. 

The first reports under an 
expanded program would cover 
1M7 releases and likely would be 
reported In early 1999, said EPA 
Administrator Care! Browner- 
Thcrc normally has been a two- 
year lag lime on emissions data. 

While announcing plans to 
expand the program, the EPA 
said that in 1994 emissions from 
manufacturing sites continued to 
decline as they have annually 
since 1988. 

The EPA said 2.26 billion 
pounds of toxic chemicals were 
rclcas^ by factories, refineries 
and chemical plants into the air, 
water and earth in 1994, com- 
pared to 2.8 billion pounds 
reported for 1993. 

But the year-to-year decline in 
actual releases was no.t as dra- 
matic as those numbers suggest, 
because the agency removed sev- 
eral widely ased industrial chem- 
icals off the toxic list in 1994. 
That meant more than 300 mil- 
lion pounds reponed in 1993, was 
not counted os pollution in 1994. 

Evlicr this year, the EPA said 
it would go ahead with nearly 
-doubling the number of chemi- 
cals covered by the reporting 
requirements by adding 286 
chemicals to next year's toxic 
inventory report. 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
Hubble Space Telescope has spot- 
-led wlmt miiy be the most distant 
objects ever recorded, gazing bil- 
lions of years into the pa.st to pro- 
duce baby pictures of what could 
be the first generation of stars. 

"We're seeing stars that are just 
femiing" said researcher Kenneth 
l.inzctta. “'ITiis may be the very 
first burst of star formation." 

The stars are blurred together 
inj^tnagw of embryonic galaxies 
T.ipiureiT as_they ■appearcd-vvhcri.- 
the universe was less than 1 bil- 
lion years old, Lanzetta said. That 
could be about 14 billion years 
ago. given plausible assumptions 
iilxnii the universe’s expansion, he 
said. 

The most distant of the newly 
V spotted galaxies are about 14 bil- 
lion liglit-years away, given those 
same assumptions, Lanzetta said. 

A ligiit-year is the distance light 
travels in one year, about 5.9 tril- 
lion miles.
